Galatasaray forward Harry Kewell 
has emerged as an injury doubt 
for the FIFA World Cup just days 
before Australia coach Pim Ver- 
beek names_ his __ preliminary 
squad. Kewell is reported to have 
re-injured the groin which he had 
surgery on in January and is set to 
miss Gala’s final two games of the 
Turkish season. 

The 31-year-old former Leeds and Liv- 
erpool man had only just returned after 
four months on the sidelines, but just 
two days after his comeback broke down 
again - casting a major doubt over his 
participation in South Africa. 

“Right now, I think it’s going to be 
very difficult,” said Galatasaray assistant 
coach Johan Neeskens. 

“Stage by stage he got better but then he 
fell back again. He chose to stop training 
and take treatment. But sometimes after 
three or four days, if he stops treatment 
and starts training again, it comes back 
again. He started again with the team a 
week ago but now in the second week he 
got some pain and didn’t feel comfort- 
able. On Tuesday, he stopped again and 
couldn’t continue the work because it’s 
too painful. I don’t know if he really is 
going to make the World Cup at this rate. 
First of all it’s up to himself and the doc- 
tors in Australia. If he cannot participate, 
it’s a big loss for Australia.” 

Verbeek will name a 30-man prelimi- 
nary squad on Tuesday with a final 23- 
man group to be revealed on 1 June. 
Kewell is expected to be included in the 
initial party, but his latest injury setback 
may mean Verbeek will have to leave 
him out of the final squad. 

Australia have been drawn in Group 


D alongside Germany, Serbia and Ghana 
and will step up preparations against 
New Zealand in Melbourne on 24 May. 
Verbeek’s side will also face Denmark 
and the United States in Roodepoort at 
the start of June before their FIFA World 
Cup opener against Germany in Durban 
on 13 June. 


In other World Cup news, England 
legend Alan Shearer is convinced 
Wayne Rooney will carry the burden 
of FIFA World Cup expectancy being 
heaped on his shoulders. 

As a former Three Lions sharp-shooter 
himself, Shearer knows exactly what 
pressures Rooney is likely to be under in 
South Africa this summer as England try 
to lift the greatest prize in the game for 
the first time since 1966. Shearer never 
seemed to have a problem and, having 
spoken to the prolific Manchester United 
man, he has no doubt Rooney will cope 
with ease. 

“A hell of a lot is on his shoulders but 
he can carry the burden. When you have 
done it for the biggest club in the world 
for the past 12 months, England will not 
be a problem,” said Shearer. “In fact he 
is relishing it. The more pressure that is 
heaped on him, the more he enjoys his 
football.” 

Any team that wins a major tourna- 
ment needs luck, but if all our players 
are fit and playing well, England have 
a very good chance.“Rooney has been 
awesome. He has had a magnificent sea- 
son,” he said. “He is in the top three in 
the world without a doubt. a forward, 
goals can hide a poor performance. He 
has scored and played very well.”

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Johnny Warren display opens 
at National Museum 


As Australia gears up to com- 
pete at the 2010 FIFA World 
Cup, the National Museum of 
Australia is looking back on 
Australia’s football past. 

‘I told you so’. Johnny Warren and 
Football in Australia is a free exhibition 
opening at the National Museum in Can- 
berra on 15 May. 

Johnny Warren was a captain, coach, 
commentator and champion of football 
(soccer) in Australia. Warren was in the 
team that took Australia to its first FIFA 
World Cup in 1974. In the 50 years that 
Warren was associated with the game, it 
evolved into a mainstream, international 
sport. 

Ross Warren, Johnny’s older brother, 
will launch the exhibition on Saturday 15 
May and said: “When we started playing 
football in the 1940s, it was derided as 
a game for ‘sheilas, wogs and poofters’. 
However it was English immigrants who 
first promoted the game in Australia 
from around 1880.” 

Many other things have changed in 
football today. The introduction of the 
A-league competition has brought a new 
professionalism and organisation to the 
game in Australia. Football is return- 
ing to its roots and taking to the streets 
with homeless people playing street soc- 
cer. Women’s football is one the fastest 
growing sports in the world and Indig- 
enous kids are developing a love for the 
sport. 

Thanks to a generous donation by the 


Warren family, the National Museum is 
the proud custodian, for all Australians, 
of the Johnny Warren Collection, which 
includes the FIFA Centennial Order of 
Merit awarded to Johnny Warren just 
months before his death in 2004. The dis- 
play includes the shirt worn at the 1974 
FIFA World Cup by Harry Williams, the 
first Indigenous person to represent Aus- 
tralia in football. 

Football is now part of Australia’s na- 
tional sporting identity. As Johnny War- 
ren once said: “I told you so.”

Ronaldo and Roberto Carlos were 
dumped out of the Copa Libertadores on 
Wednesday despite Corinthians’ 2-1 win 
over fellow-Brazilian club Flamengo. Fla- 
mengo reaches the quarterfinals by virtue 
of away goals after winning the first leg of 
its tie with Corinthians 1-0 at home. 

Also advancing to the final eight Wednes- 
day are defending champion Estudiantes of 
Argentina, which beat Mexico’s San Louis 
3-1, and Cruzeiro of Brazil, which cruised 
past Uruguay’s Nacional 3-0. Estudiantes, 
Flamengo and Cruzeiro join Brazil’s Sao 
Paulo and Chivas of Mexico in the quar- 
terfinals. 

Sao Paulo-based Corinthians took the 
lead in the 28th minute when Flamengo 
defender David conceded an own-goal. 
Ronaldo made the score 2-0 with a 38th- 
minute strike - a result that would have 
put Corinthians through. However, Brazil 
international Vagner Love scored a crucial 
away goal in the 50th minute to swing the 
tie in Flamengo’s favor. 

Flamengo goalkeeper Bruno produced a 
diving, finger-tip save to keep out Chicao’s 
stoppage-time free kick and seal the Rio 
club’s win.Ronaldo and Carlos joined Cor- 
inthians with the express intention of win- 
ning the Copa Libertadores, the only trophy 
to have eluded the club in its 100-year his- 
tory. Flamengo is the best supported team 
in Brazil, just ahead of Corinthians. The 
Rio club, spearheaded by Brazil interna- 
tionals Love and Adriano, will be among 
the favorites to lift the trophy. 

Elsewhere, Leandro Gonzalez scored 
the opening goal in the fifth minute before 
Leandro Benitez added two more in the 
second half against San Luis to cap Estu- 
diantes’ 1-0 win in the first leg at Mexico. 
Diego De La Torre scored the lone goal for 
San Luis in the eighth minute. Gonzalez 
scored with a close-range strike at the back 
post following a free kick from captain 
Juan Sebastian Veron. 

De La Torre arrived late in the box to 
finish a cutback from Cesar Gonzalez three 
minutes later, but Estudiantes sealed the 
win after the break. Benitez scored his first 
goal five minutes into the second half and 
struck his second with the outside of his 
left foot after another Veron free kick in the 
55th minute. 

Cruzeiro completed a comfortable aggre- 
gate victory over Nacional with goals from 
Thiago Ribeiro and Diego Renon after win- 
ning 3-1 at home in the first leg. Ribeiro 
scored direct from a free kick curled over 
the wall and into the top corner in the 30th 
minute, while Renon cut inside and fired 
a low shot under the goalkeeper from the 
edge of the box in the 48th. 

Cruzeiro’s Leonardo Silva and Nacional’s 
Sebastian Coates were both sent off follow- 
ing a scuffle in the box in the 53rd minute 
and Nacional went down to nine men when 
Gustavo Varela received a red card in the 
70th. Gilberto added a third goal for Cru- 
zeiro with a left-footed strike in the 81st 
minute.

victory over Chacarita Juniors on 
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Sunday. Second-place Argentinos 
Juniors kept up the chase, coming 
from behind to beat San Lorenzo 2-1, 
while Independiente’s title hopes di- 
minished with a 3-2 home loss to 
Boca Juniors. 

Banfield had a 1-0 win against Huracan 
and Colon de Santa Fe drew 0-0 with 
relegated Atletico Tucuman in the day’s 
other games. With two matches to play, 
Estudiantes lead with 36 points, ahead of 
Argentinos on 35, and Godoy Cruz and In- 
dependiente on 31. In a match that had to 
be stopped twice because of crowd trouble, 
Omar Zarif gave Chacarita the lead against 
Estudiantes with a right-footed drive from 
25 meters in the 21st minute. 

Estudiantes knuckled down and earned 
a penalty when Gaston Fernandez’s shot 
was judged to have struck Lisandro Lopez 
on the hand. Replays suggested the contact 
was unintentional, but the linesman flagged 
and referee Diego Abal awarded a penalty 
and sent off Lopez. Mauro Boselli, the 
league’s top scorer, leveled the score with 
his 10th goal of the season from the 31st 
minute spot kick. Cristian Cellay rose to 
head in a corner five minutes later to secure 
all three points for Estudiantes.

Santos clinched 

the Sao Paulo state 

championship de- 

spite losing 3-2 to 

Santo Andre after 
having three players ejected on Sun- 
day. The two-legged series finished 
5-5 on aggregate but Santos claimed 
overall victory because it had the 
better campaign of the two sides in 
the first stage. It won last week’s first 
leg 3-2. 

Santos held on to win its 18th state title 
despite having players sent off in the 23rd, 
37th and 82nd minutes. Santo Andre, seek- 
ing its first state title, also had a man ejected 
in the 23rd. It nearly came away victorious 
at the end but Branquinho’s 90th-minute 
shot from close range struck the post. 

“After the great campaign we had all year 
long, we saw the title slipping away there at 
the end,” Santos coach Dorival Junior said. 
“T’m very glad we ended getting the trophy 
despite all the difficulties.” It is Santos’ first 
state title since 2007. Corinthians, the pre- 
vious champion in a final against Santos, is 
the most successful team in the state with 
26 championships, followed by Palmeiras, 
Sao Paulo and Santos. 

The trophy came as a reward for the hot- 
test team in Brazilian football this year, a 
team which scored 100 goals in 30 match- 
es, including 63 in its last 14. “It would be 
a disrespect to football if we had lost this 
title,’ Junior said. “It would have been a 
shame if we didn’t win it after all we have 
done so far this year.” 

Led by Robinho, Neymar and Paulo Hen- 
rique Ganso, the team made famous by Pelé 
in the 1960s enchanted with offensive foot- 
ball and attracted the attention of fans from 
around the country. But it was Santo Andre, 
a small club from the outskirts of Sao Pau- 
lo, which jumped ahead in Sunday’s final in 
front of more than 36,000 fans at Pacaembu 
stadium. Striker Nunes found the net less 
than a minute into the match, completing a 
right-flank cross by defender Cicinho. 

Neymar equalized in a remarkable play 
in the seventh, taking advantage of a back- 
heel pass by Robinho and getting past two 
defenders inside the area before striking the 
net from near the penalty spot. Midfielder 
Ale put Santo Andre ahead again in the 
14th with a header off a corner, but Neymar 
equalized again in the 31st after an impres- 
sive behind-the-leg pass by Ganso. Rob- 
inho also participated in the play, setting up 
Ganso’s pass. 

The 18-year-old Neymar had played only 
the first half in last Sunday’s match because 
of an eye injury that left him hospitalized 
for a day. Midfielder Branquinho scored 
again for Santo Andre from inside the area 
in the 43rd. He almost got his team the goal 
it needed at the end, but his shot off from 
close range beat goalkeeper Felipe but 
not the post. Santo Andre also had a goal 
wrongly disallowed for offside in the first

half. 

“To win a championship you also need 
to be lucky,” Robinho said. “That’s what 
happened today, but at the end we deserved 
it.” Santos left back Leo was sent off in the 
23rd after an altercation with Nunes, who 
also was red carded. Santos also had mid- 
fielder Marquinhos sent off in the 37th be- 
cause of a hard foul from behind on a Santo 
Andre striker. Santos’ midfielder Roberto 
Brum then was red carded in the 82nd after 
a foul to stop a breakaway. 

“We had to fight hard the entire match be- 
cause of the dismissals,” Ganso said. “We 
deserved to win it from the very beginning, 
but it wasn’t easy.” Santos came into the 
two-match final as the favorite after domi- 
nating the competition from the beginning, 
finishing the first stage 10 points ahead of 
second-place Santo Andre, whose most 
significant title is the 2004 Brazilian Cup. 
Former Brazil and Barcelona midfielder 
Giovanni was on the bench for Santos in 
Sunday’s final. 

The Brazilian league starts in two weeks 
and the state championships are being 
played across the country. The most tradi- 
tional tournaments are played in Sao Paulo 
and Rio de Janeiro, which was won by 
Botafogo two weeks ago.

Van Dijk confident goals will come 


Adelaide United FC marksman 
Sergio van Dijk is confident the 
Reds’ scoring potency will be there 
when it counts, as they prepare to

Through to the Round of 16 as the 
highest ranked team from Group H after 
finishing top of the group, the Reds enter 
the knockout clash with Jeonbuk without 
a goal in its last three ACL matches.

But following three 
straight victories, United suddenly had 
Asia taking notice, and expectation of a 
first place finish in their group was a very 
real possibility. 

Some could argue that the increasing 
pressure as the Group Stage unfolded 
could have affected United’s goal scor- 
ing, but van Dijk denies it has triggered 
the drought of goals. 

“Of course (there is more pressure), 
that comes with success,” van Dijk said. 

“If you’re doing well...people are 
expecting even more, but that’s alright 
because Id rather have that than people 
saying the opposite.” 

Entering the AFC Champions League 
on the back of scoring a total of 25 goals 
in the past two Hyundai A-League sea- 
sons with Brisbane Roar, Van Dijk’s 
solitary goal of the competition to date 
came in China against Shandong Luneng 
back on March 10. 

One goal from six games might not 
look that impressive to a striker, but 
van Dijk is not concerned, as he knows

Adelaide United's Sergio van Dijk in earlier ACL action. 
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There have been few more flam- 
boyant and few less successful 
coaches of the Australian national 
team than the peripatetic Ger- 
man, Rudi Gutendorf, who was in 
charge from 1979 to 1981. 

Gutendorf did win the 1980 Oceania 
Federation Nations Cup and that was the 
only trophy he won in his Australian ca- 
reer. Given that the opponents were Pap- 
ua New Guinea, New Caledonia, New 
Hebrides and Tahiti, this hardly counts 
as a major achievement. He took Schalke 
04 to the Germany cup final in 1969, but 
that was the nearest he got to club suc- 
cess. In all it is said he coached 38 clubs 
or national teams in 28 countries. 

Sir Arthur George, President of the 
Australian Soccer Federation, appointed 
Gutendorf as national coach in 1978 to 
replace Jim Shoulder after Australia 
failed to qualify for the World Cup in 
Argentina. Gutendorf said he had been 
inspired to take the job by the Socceroos’ 
performance in the World Cup finals in 
West Germany in 1974. ‘My aim is to 
mould a successful, aggressive and of- 
fensively-minded Socceroo squad,’ he 
announced. But his other intention was 
to work mainly with Australian-born 
players rather than those who had come 
from overseas and hence his focus was 
on youth development. He described the 
wholesale importation of rubbish from 
overseas as a crime against Australian 
soccer and local talent. ‘Our aim must 
be to show the public that soccer is not 
a “foreign” but a local and international 
sport.’ 

Les Scheinflug, as he was to do sev- 
eral times for the national side, acted as 
caretaker coach, until Gutendorf arrived 
in 1979. Gutendorf’s first game in charge 
of the national team was against New 
Zealand in Auckland on 13 June 1979 
and it turned out to be the first loss to 
the Kiwis since 1954. This was to be an 
omen, since Gutendorf’s last match was 
also a defeat to New Zealand in 1981, but 
this time in a World Cup qualifier. The 
team which played in 1979 was Greg 
Woodhouse, Col Curran, Peter Wilson 
(c), Steve O’Connor (John O’Shea 65), 
Paul Degney, Joe Watson, Tony Hen- 
derson (John Kosmina 46), Gary Byrne 
(Agenor Muniz 60), Mark Jankovics, 
Peter Sharne, Eddie Krncevic. Duncan 
Ormond scored the Kiwi’s goal in 58 
minutes. 

Also in June 1979 Partizan Belgrade 
played two games against the Socceroos.

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The first of these was Peter Wilson’s 
last after 115 appearances for Australia, 
including 60 as captain. In October the 
New York Cosmos arrived and Jimmy 
Rooney and Tony Henderson helped 
Australia to a two-one win over a team 
whose stars were Franz Beckenbauer 
and Giorgio Chinaglia, who got the Cos- 
mos goal. Later in 1979, Gutendorf took 
the team on an Asian tour that included 
a two-nil win over Taiwan with goals by 
Tommy Cumming and Gary Cole and 
several matches in China. 

The following year Czechoslovakia, 
coached by Jozef Venglos, came on tour 
and Australia managed a creditable two- 
all draw in the third match of the series in 
Melbourne. That team was Greg Wood- 
house, Jim Tansey, Steve Perry, Ivo Pr- 
skalo, David Jones (John Yzendoorn 
26), Jim Rooney, George Christopoulos 


(Alan Davidson 46), John Coyne, Peter 
Sharne (Gary Cole 68), Eddie Krncevic, 
Tommy Cumming (John Nyskohus 79). 
Ivo Prskalo converted an early penalty 
and after the visitor went ahead, Edi 
Krncevic equalized in the second half. 
That good result was followed by a 
two-one win over AC Milan, with cur- 
rent Roma coach Claudio Ranieri in its 
line-up. 

The next touring team was England 
which beat the Socceroos by two-one in 
Sydney. The Oceania Cup win in 1980 
was followed by a three-match series at 
home against Northern Ireland, which 
resulted in two narrow losses and a draw. 
Then Mexico came later in the year with 
a strong side, but Australia drew both 
games. Preparation for the World Cup 
qualifiers involved a two-month world 
tour including an excellent three-all 


draw in Greece and wins over Israel and 
Hong Kong. But the tour was mired in 
controversy with claims the coach was 
spruiking attacking football in public, 
but instructing defensive and long ball 
tactics in the dressing room. 

Following the extensive prepara- 
tions, there was great optimism when the 
qualifiers got under way with the away 
game against New Zealand on 25 April 
1981. The result was a three-all draw 
with Krncevic scoring twice and Ken 
Boden once, while the Kiwis replied 
through Grant Turner, Steve Wooddin 
and Steve Sumner. Ricky Herbert, now 
coach of Wellington Phoenix, was at the 
heart of the New Zealand defence. The 
Australian squad for that game and the 
next included Greg Woodhouse, Alan 
Davidson, John Yzendoorn, Tony Hen- 
derson, Steve Blair, Steve Perry, Jim 


, Peter Sharne, Greg Woodhouse, John Yzendoorn, Jim Tansey, Alan Davidson, Tony 


Tansey, Billy Rogers, Gary Cole, Mur- 
ray Barnes, Eddie Krncevic, Ken Boden, 
Mark Jankovics, Sebastian Giampalo, 
John Kosmina, and Peter Sharne. The 
return leg at the Sydney Cricket Ground 
on 16 May brought the dreams crash- 
ing down. Wooddin put the Kiwis ahead 
in 29 minutes and Grant Turner’s 81st 
minute goal at the end of a fine passing 
movement settled the issue. 

The World Cup campaign was virtu- 
ally over before it started. The players 
decided they had no confidence in the 
coach. After a fiery press conference in 
which Sir Arthur George turned on him, 
Gutendorf resigned and his meteoric ca- 
reer in Australia was finished. New Zea- 
land went on represent Oceania in Spain 
in a group which included Scotland, Bra- 
zil and the Soviet Union.

KRNCEVIC'S CRUNCHLINES 


The World Cup countdown is well 
and truly upon us as we enter the 
home stretch in preparation for 
the greatest show on earth. We’re 
approximately 32 days away now 
from the opening match between 
the hosts South Africa and Mexico, 
due to take place in Johannesburg 
on June 11th. 

On Tuesday of this week teams are re- 
quired to unveil their 30-man provision- 
al squads as they enter month long May 
camps before the tournament proper. 
The deadline for the 32 teams to provide 
a final list of 23 players is June Ist and 
no doubt there will be a buzz in the air 
surrounding the forthcoming announce- 
ments. 

Along with many Socceroos fans, I’m 
looking forward with much anticipation 
towards the release of Pim Verbeek’: list, 
which will hopefully put to rest the many 
questions surrounding the squad. I hate 
to admit it but I don’t believe it will be as 
smooth sailing this time around as it was 
in Germany 2006. 

The big speculation concerning Ver- 
beek’s squad at the moment is whether 
or not Harry Kewell will be fit and ready 
after reports he has re-injured the groin 
which he had surgery on in January and 
is set to miss Galatasaray’s final two 
games of the Turkish season. 

This is not good news. Whilst Kewell 
will no doubt be included in the pro- 
visional squad, it remains to be seen if 
he’ll be fit enough for the final 23-man 


party. 

We can perhaps draw some consolation 
that Ghana is facing a similar situation 
with Essien. The Chelsea midfielder is 
currently recuperating from a knee in- 
jury, and has been named in the provi- 
sional squad, and like Kewell, it remains 
to be seen if Essien will make the final 
cut.

In the meantime, there’s players out 
there who are doing the job, but aren’t 
even getting a look in or a mention. 

On the weekend, Danny Invincible put 
in another stellar performance for Kil- 
marnock in the Scottish Premier League. 


He’s good at going forward, got a great 
shot on him, and has the ability to dictate 
a lot of play around him. But, will he be 
considered? 

Across the English border on Saturday, 
Neil Kilkenny was involved in a huge 
match playing for Leeds United against 
Bristol Rovers, as Leeds come back 
from a goal down with a man down, to 
win 2-1 and promotion into the English 
Championship. 

After watching this epic encounter, 
there’s no doubt in my mind, that Kilk- 
enny has two good feet, can handle pres- 
sure football, and would even give Cu- 
lina as run for his money. 

The question that begs an answer is, 
is anyone from the Socceroos selection 
panel actually watching these lads? I 
would really be interested to know what 
the process is at looking at these ‘outsid- 
ers’, and whether or not Pim would have 
been watching and how he’s keeping a 
tab on these players. 

The stakes are far too great for these 
types of players to be ignored. 

Furthermore, since Pim announced his 
intention to leave the Socceroo post at 
the end of the World Cup, I can’t help 
but think why does he want to go? 

Is there more than meets the eye? Is 
this the exit strategy for a potentially bad 
World Cup showing in South Africa?

want to swap it to be a Youth Director 
for a nation like Morocco? Was it simply 
that the money was too good to refuse in 
Morocco? 

In any case, I’1l be watching with great 
interest how our national team performs. 
It’s interesting to note that Ghana is 
ranked below the Socceroos in the FIFA 
ratings (Australia is 20th, Ghana is 24th), 
and Ghana recently made it to the final of

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the African Nations Cup. 

If Ghana makes it past Serbia and Ger- 
many, they may well yet go all the way

for it to happen — especially in their own 
backyard. 

I don’t envy Pim’s position at the mo- 
ment as he doesn’t have the luxury of 
fit players that Guss Hiddink was pre- 
sented.

Kewell, Tim Cahill, Mark Bresciano, 
Vince Grella, Brett Emerton, Craig 
Moore and Lucas Neill being the 
Socceroos most important play- 
ers at the World Cup. 

The first 11 picks themselves and 
if any of the above players that | 
mentioned are fit or near iton June 
14 they will be shaking hands with 
German players on the 14th of 
June while under their breath say- 
ing “wir sind dabei, Ihren ausgeze- 
ichneten englischen sprechenden 
deutschen Arsch zu kicken” which 
roughly translates to “we’re go- 
ing to kick your excellent English 
speaking German arse’: 

The most important Socceroos that will 
be picked in the 23 man squad will be the 
next 11.

The former Perth 
Glory Striker has been playing regularly 
of late scoring 4 goals in 8 appearances 
for Belgian Club Rosalre. On his day he 
can open defences and score goals. If he 
is not on his day he can be caught offside 
and miss chances which Fox Sports com- 
mentator Robbie Slater would say “he 
should’ve done better”. No shit Sher- 
lock! James Troisi is another candidate 
that could be chosen as back up but Pim 
has not picked him for a while. 


Tim Cahill 

Tim Cahill is the fitter and the most in- 
form of the all the key players but will he 
be able to last all the three games? With 
the amount of running and the expecta- 
tion that every team he plays against will 
double team him our little Timmy soldier 
will have an extra burden in this World 
Cup campaign to deliver again.

Pim used Brett as 
a right midfielder/winger in his famous 
4-2-3-1.Dario Vidosic moved to a sec- 
ond division German side to get more 
game time and his performances against 
Japan and Netherlands could see him 
picked as back up. Mile Sterjovski and 
Richard Garcia are the other two op- 
tions. 


Craig Moore 

Craig Moore has left more clubs early 
than a bored hipster on a Saturday night 
out on Oxford St. His form in the A 
League dipped and his barge arse was 
almost getting as big as Lucas Neill’s. 
As a Socceroo fan I would be worried 
what the German, Ghanaian and Ser- 
bian Strikers will do to our slow and 
ageing defence.

“Heroes

Not so long ago in an article called 
‘The North London Divide’ | de- 
bated the notion of Spurs getting 
4th place and Arsenal winning the 
league, concluding that Arsenal 
were the more likely to reach their 
goals given their easier run-in. | 
was wrong, again. 

Given my record, and Arsenal’s form, 
the offseason can’t come soon enough 
for us both. Though I fully expect them 
to beat what will be a weakened Fulham 
team at home, their run-in to the season 
has been awful. Last week I watched 
them go down at Blackburn and I was 
struck by a couple of things: 1 — How 
tamely they went down and 2 — the pal- 
try away following of what is supposed 
to be a big club. Needless to say given 
their team’s performance and the re- 
sult the fans were quiet for much of the 
game. Injuries to both Robin Van Persie 
and Cesc Fabregas are no excuse. It is 
no healthier for Arsenal to be reliant on 
these two as it is for Liverpool to be on 
Torres and Gerrard. 

Injuries aside, over the past few years 
I have suspected that Wenger has a 
team of gutless chokers whose shorts 
turn brown when the going gets tough. 
Maybe I expect too much, maybe I’m 
still thinking of past glories when they 
had fighters like Adams, Henry and Vi- 
era — heck, even Bergkamp got stuck in 
at times. With this current team I’m of 
the opposite opinion. Against the smaller 
teams they’ve shown a reluctance to fight 
physicality with physicality. In fact the 
Gunner’s implosion has been so spectac- 
ular in the last few weeks the coughing 
you can hear all the way down under are 
probably Arsenal chocking once again in 
the business end of the season. 

I don’t think this is being overly critical. 
On paper they had an easier run-in than 
most other teams and yet this year, as in 
the past, they totally blew any chance of 
winning the league with a pathetic run- 
in. So I suggest that this offseason is one 
of the most important for Wenger and 
Arsenal. Next season will be one of the 
tightest since the premier League began, 
meaning Wenger has to get things right. 
The surfacing of Spurs as a force and the 
continued emergence of Man City and 
Aston Villa mean that teams like Arsenal 
and Liverpool cannot take a UCL place 
for granted anymore. 


So what does Arsenal need to do 
in the offseason to ensure they 
don’t chuck in the towel like they 
have in the last few games? 

First they have to admit the team and 
squad, though good enough to finish in 
the top four, isn’t good enough to win

the league. Seems strange but Wenger 
sometimes cannot see the deficiencies 
in his own team. In all truth sometimes 
Wenger strikes me as a general who, 
when surrounded by enemy troops on all 
sides, proclaims them to be just where he 
wants them. 


So why weren’t 
enough? 
Almunia and Fabianski are mediocre 
‘keepers, yet not as bad as people make 
out. One does wonder though what the 
coaches at Arsenal teach Fabianski in 
training. Surely commanding the box 
and catching the ball are a priority? 
They need a nailed-on first choice goal- 
ie ASAP. The problem is to get such a 
goalkeeper would cost more money 
than I think Monsieur Wenger wants to 
spend. I like Manuel Neuer of Schalke 
04 in Germany. He’s big and commands 
his area but he would cost £10million. 
My guess is he’ll keep Almunia and get 
rid of Fabianski in favour of another 2nd 
choice goalie, therefore saving money to 
address another problem area — defence. 
At Chelsea I was a fan of Gallas, he had 
superb positional sense, pace, strength 
and bravery - everything I want in a de- 
fender. Then he moved to Arsenal and 
something happened. Fans of Superman 
will know what I mean. When the man 
who changes his undies in telephone 
boxes wanted to settle down into a nor-

mal life with Lois Lane he had to give 
up his powers. Well since his relation- 
ship with Arsenal Gallas is no longer 
the same defender. It could be he was 
on the downslide when Wenger got him 
in the deal for Ashley Cole ye whatever 
the problem he is now at best a back-up 
defender. Wenger should have sorted 
out the centre-back issues by now but 
instead went for the cheap option of buy- 
ing Silvestre and re-signing Sol Camp- 
bell (who has actually been one of their 
better players — which tells you some- 
thing about the others) as cover. 

It is essential Wenger purchases one 
centre-back but I would go as far to say 
he needs to buy two of them and get 
rid of Silvestre. Sticking with defence 
I would dump Clichy too. Decent going 
forward but as a defender he isn’t aware 
enough of his back four and plays too 
many attackers onside. And is his attack- 
ing prowess enough to justify his start- 
ing place in the team? They have Kieran 
Gibbs and I would start him and tell him 
only to cross the halfway line if a gust 
of wind blows him there. Milan were ru- 
moured to be willing to pay £20million 
for Clichy last year with the money from 
their Kaka sale. I would send begging 
letters and phone calls asking if the offer 
was still open. 

Another problem area is central de- 
fensive midfield. Diaby can look like 
Patrick Viera’s heir in one game and a 


headless giraffe in others. He and Alex 
Song don’t impose themselves enough 
in big games. I guess that’s the reason 
Wenger plays them both even at home, 
he doesn’t trust them enough on their 
own in the defensive role. Wenger did 
have the chance of signing Felipe Melo 
from Fiorentina last year but the price 
was too high. It was a wise move. There 
are other less high profile and cheaper 
players to fill the position. 

I’m not too critical of the selling Toure 
and Adebayor either. Both players want- 
ed to leave and Manchester City overpaid 
for them. Yet by not replacing Adebayor 
Wenger gambling on Van Persie being fit 
for a full season and failed, as did Arse- 
nal’s season. Much as I would like to see 
Eduardo succeed in England he isn’t the 
reliable back-up Arsenal require. In fact 
Wenger showed he prefers Bendtner so 
it shouldn’t be hard to sell the Croatian 
international and buy a quality back-up 
for Van Persie. 

Their first bit of business will probably 
be the signing of Marouane Chamakh, a 
Moroccan international. That’s a good 
start. However he is too lightweight to 
play as a central striker and is better on 
either wing of a 4-3-3. They need an- 
other striker, someone who can play cen- 
trally in a 4-3-3 or 4-4-2 because once 
RVP gets injured that’s who they’ll be 
relying on to perform alongside Cha- 
makh. The Moroccan should signal the 
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end for Tomas Rosicky. Rosicky hasn’t 
been the same player since he came back 
from long-term injury, and overall since 
signing him from Borussia Dortmund 
the player hasn’t impressed. 

Another player who has taken a back- 
ward step this season is Samir Nasri. At 
the tail end of the season, with Fabre- 
gas injured, I was hoping he’d take up 
the mantle of midfield talisman. I know 
he’s only 22 but at Marseille in front of 
70,000 he seemed to thrive under the 
pressure of being called the new Ribery. 
It was disappointing to see him go miss- 
ing when Arsenal needed him most. 2 
goals and 3 assists is a poor return from 
21 league starts this season. 

However, for me one player sums up 
Arsenal this season. Andrei Arshavin. 
Oftentimes he looks disinterested, es- 
pecially out of position on the wing. At 
other times he’s unplayable and really up 
for it. In 24 starts he has 9 goals and 1 
assist which is pretty good. So imagine 
how he’d do if he really worked at it? 
Is it that Wenger lacks the motivational 
skills to get through to his team? Maybe 
these players just aren’t hungry enough 
for success like Henry and Bergkamp 
were. Those two had something to prove 
after being rejected by Italian football. 


Does Wenger need to do anything 
else? 

He could start by playing players in 
their best positions. If he doesn’t want 
to sign a central striker how about play- 
ing Walcott in the position he played at 
Southampton. Arshavin plays behind the 
front players for Russia and did so for 
his previous club so why not play him 
there when Fabregas gets injured or play 
both of them there in a triangle in front 
of a defensive midfielder, especially at 
home? If I could ask one question to 
Wenger in a press conference it would 
be this: do you buy players to fit specific 
positions and if so which position will 
Chamakh play? I imagine he would give 
an answer extolling the virtues of Cha- 
makh’s versatility and be as vague as a 
politician. 

The bottom line is Arsenal need great 
players who won’t go missing when 
things get tough. The type used to the 
pressure of a championship run-in. 
They’re called leaders and in all honesty 
if you look at Arsenal’s squad how many 
do they have?

Spurs take a seat at Europe’s 


Tottenham’s midweek victory over 
Manchester City meant that we fi- 
nally know which team will finish 
fourth this season, and doing so 
garner a Champions League place 
for next term. Spurs now have the 
chance to be playing club football 
at its most elite level, alongside 
the best teams in Europe. But is 
it all good news for the team from 
White Heart Lane? 

First off I would like to congratulate 
Spurs for finishing fourth and for get- 
ting a place in next seasons Champions 
League qualifying stage. A few weeks 
ago I suggested that Tottenham’s ha- 
bitual inconsistency would prevent them 
from achieving what they so desired, 
however Spurs proved me wrong with 
an extremely strong end to the season, 
one which any of the clubs above them 
would be thankful for. And what’s 
more, at this point Tottenham still have 
a chance to finish third, if their bitter ri- 
vals Arsenal continue with their apparent 
implosion. 

And not only is it a landmark day for 
the second club in North London, but 
also for the Premier League as finally 
the monopoly that the ‘Big Four’ had on 
the Champions League places has finally 
been broken. | think it may be too soon 
to suggest that this means an end to hay- 
ing a ‘Big Four’, as I’m certain that Liv- 
erpool will be looking to get right back 
into Champions League football next 
season, but perhaps this could be the be- 
ginning of the end. Lets not forget that 
fourth place was contested this season by 
not only Liverpool and Spurs, but also 
Manchester City, Aston Villa, and even 
Everton towards the end, so if all these 
clubs continue to improve we may see 
not only one team break into the top Eu- 
ropean competition, but perhaps two or 
three. 

With the exception of Everton, who 
had a difficult start to the season be- 
fore shooting up the league towards the 
middle and end, each team mentioned 
above have looked, at various stages of 
the league season, like they could take 
fourth. Many people believed that Liv- 
erpool, despite all their troubles and 
poor performances, would still cling on 
to fourth, or that City would prove that 
money equals success and get their first 
taste of top European competition. Yet 
it was Spurs who took fourth, and if we 
look back at the season as a whole, they

probably deserved it. 

As I suggested above, Tottenham’s end 
to the season has been magnificent, and 
their last few results, against the best 
teams in the country, suggest that they 
have began to believe that they can per- 
form and beat the bigger clubs, especially 
at home. In the last few weeks they have 
beaten rivals Arsenal and Chelsea at the 
Lane, and in both games they were the 
better team. And maybe an even better 
result, given the state of the league table, 
was going up to the City of Manchester 
Stadium and winning against their only 
remaining competition for a Champions 
League spot. Over the ninety minutes 
Spurs were undoubtedly better than City, 
and deserved their victory, one which 
could be worth up to £50 million to the 
club. 

And what has been so pleasing for 
Spurs fans is that not only have their re- 
cent results been good, but they achieved 
them whilst sticking to their policy of 
committing to attack minded football. 
They have a solid if unspectacular de- 
fence, pace all over the side, and goals 
up front. Several of their players will in 
the very least be considered for England 


duty in the summer, not to mention the 
fact that they have several other seasoned 
internationals. And in Gareth Bale Tot- 
tenham have one of the most promising 
young talents in the whole of the Premier 
League. For me, Bale is a good repre- 
sentation for Spurs as a team, in that he 
believes in attack first, he is quick and 
agile, good quality on the ball, and as the 
season has gone on both he and Spurs 
have got better and better. 

However, as much as I want to congrat- 
ulate Tottenham for their achievements 
this season, I would like to put forward 
some words of caution which must be 
kept in mind over the off-season. 

First of all, let us not forget that the 
last team outside the ‘Big Four’ to fin- 
ish in the Champions League places was 
Everton, also at the expense of Liver- 
pool. They made it into the Champi- 
ons League qualifying round, as Spurs 
have now done, but they proceeded to 
lose over the two legs and did not make 
it into the Champions League proper, 
which of course could easily happen to 
Tottenham. 

Now if Spurs do make it to the dance, 
there is no suggestion that they would 


produce any major performances or gain 
any victories in the main group stage. 
Sometimes people in England have the 
false belief that most of our league teams 
are better than some of the seasoned 
European sides, yet Spurs will find that 
literally any European game is tough, 
especially away from home, and they 
may not win any games. Of course, the 
money Spurs get from European football 
will be important, yet their fans may be 
left wondering if all their jubilation was 
worthwhile if they crash out in the group 
stages with only two or three points to 
their name. 

Furthermore, as teams have previously 
found, playing in Europe can severely 
affect your league performances. It is 
difficult to maintain a strong league sta- 
tus whilst pushing for glory in Europe, 
and Spurs, who are of course unaccus- 
tomed to playing in Europe’s top compe- 
tition as well as in the Premier League, 
may struggle over the course of next 
season. With teams like Villa, City and 
Liverpool looking to improve over the 
summer, Spurs may find it very tough 
to achieve a similar league position next 
season to where they finished this one. 


In fact, it would in no way surprise me if 
Spurs failed to qualify for any European 
football competitions next term. 

And let none of us forget that Leeds 
United, currently playing in the Eng- 
lish third tier, were only a few seasons 
ago Champions League semi-finalists, 
but were also a club that overspent and 
overreached, and found themselves out 
of the Premier League. Worryingly for 
Spurs, this isn’t a completely ludicrous 
possibility for them, mainly because of 
the man who is currently at the helm of 
the club. 

Most people consider Harry Redknapp 
to be a good manager, and it’s hard to 
argue that qualification for the Champi- 
ons League isn’t a major achievement. 
Yet Redknapp is a man who depends on 
spending money on new players rather 
than cultivating a side on a smaller bud- 
get. If you don’t believe me, let’s look 
at his last club, Portsmouth, who are still 
faced with the possibility of going out 
of existence due to the money they owe, 
and one of their primary faults during 
their boom period in the last couple of 
years was overspending on talent. And 
the man responsible for much of the 
money spent was Redknapp, a man who 
was also present at both Bournemouth 
and Southampton when they had their fi- 
nancial troubles, both of which continue 
for the respective clubs. 

Disturbingly Harry suggested earlier on 
in the season that he needs more players, 
and if the Spurs directors are not careful, 
I truly believe that he will overspend in 
his pursuit of glory at Tottenham, and if 
he doesn’t achieve what he and Spurs de- 
sire, then the club may be another team, 
like Leeds, who find themselves in major 
financial trouble. 

Most of what I have pointed out is of 
course worst case scenario, and hope- 
fully will not even look like happening. 
As a fan of the better club from North 
London, I’m not a huge admirer of any- 
one who plies their trade at White Heart 
Lane, but I genuinely do wish Spurs the 
best for next season. I hope they get 
into the Champions League proper, and 
I hope they produce some good displays. 
However, like I’ve said, they must be 
cautious, because although it seems this 
is the beginning of something big for 
those connected with Spurs, it could also 
just as easily, as Leeds found a few years 
ago, be the beginning of something bad 
for Tottenham Hotspur.

In its 139th edition, the FA Cup 
has proven as exciting as ever, de- 
lighting us with a plethora of ex- 
citing football. Although the final 
will once again be contested be- 
tween two Premier League clubs, 
the FA Cup has been anything 
but predictable this season, once 
again demonstrating the seem- 
ingly mystical element of the old- 
est cup tournament in association 
football. 

Leeds stunning victory over Man- 
chester United, at Old Trafford, and 
Reading’s win over Liverpool after 
a third round replay set the tone for a 
tournament which continued to throw 
up unexpected results.

Tasmania. Many Poles came to Tasmania im- 
mediately after World War II to seek a new life 
and better conditions following the devastation 
of the war, and many of them found it too. Many 
Poles who came to Tasmania found good jobs 
on the dangerous but well paid giant dam-build- 
ing schemes of the then “Hydro-Electric Com- 


mission” (now Hydro Tasmania). These new mi- 
grants brought many of their traditions with them 
from home, one of which of course was football. 

White Eagle was formed in 1962, and enjoyed 
immediate success, winning the KO Cup in their 
first year. White Eagle first entered the Southern 
Premier League in 1964, although some of their 


players may have previously represented the 
failed Hydro side which played in the competi- 
tion from 1955 until 1957. The team entered the 
top tier of the southern competition after winning 
the first division in only their second season of 
existence in 1963. 

Throughout their history White Eagles drew 


strongly from the migrant Polish community, and 
this has continued after being forced to change 
their name to New Town Eagles in 1997 when it 
was decided all Australian football clubs should 
end their ethnic affiliations. As of 2006, New 
Town Eagles have been less successful in the 
Southern Premier League, but still managed to 
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win the State Championship 8 times, making 
them equal second with Hobart Zebras on the 
all time winners list. They enjoyed a great run in 
the short lived Tasmanian State League in the 
late 1980s winning the competition from 1988 to 
1991 every year. 
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Moore is less as appearance quashed

Round 7 of the 2010 Hyundai 
QSL kicked off on Saturday night 
with three games across the 
state, Brisbane Strikers playing 
host to QAS in Brisbane, whilst 
Whitsunday Miners travelled to 
Borzi Park to play FNQ Bulls and 
Capricorn Cougars faced NQ 
Razorbacks. 

The match at Perry Park between the 
Strikers and QAS had been anticipat- 
ed to be the first appearance of Craig 
Moore in the QSL but those hopes 
were dashed in an announcement on 
Friday by FFA officials. 

Moore, who has been training with 
Brisbane Strikers for the past three 
weeks, had been waiting for a clear- 
ance from his previous club, Kavala 
in Greece, received the appropriate 
paperwork on Wednesday. 

However Football Federation Aus- 
tralia, which had calculated that the 
potential gains to Moore’s fitness from 
playing two Hyundai QSL matches 
outweighed the possibility of him get- 
ting injured in those games, revised 
its opinion this week. In a sign of 
just how important the national body 
believes Moore is to Australia’s Word 
Cup campaign, it advised the club that 
it felt the fitness gains for Moore from 
playing just one match no longer out- 
weighed the risks to him and that it 
would prefer to call him into camp on 
12 May without match practice under 
his belt. 

With that disappointing news fresh in 
their minds Brisbane welcomed QAS 
to Perry Park. The 2010 QAS squad 
has to this point proven a disappoint- 
ment as they’ve struggled to contain 
bigger, stronger QSL sides. The visi- 
tor’s hopes would have been bolstered 
by the news of Moore’s withdrawal 
and a Brisbane side severely weak- 
ened by injuries and suspension. 
Despite fielding a side lacking six first 
team players Brisbane dominated pos- 
session in the opening stages of the 
match. The quality of play in the final 
third of the pitch was disappointing 
from both sides, neither managing to 
greatly trouble the other’s defence. 
The first genuine chance of the match 
didn’t arrive until the 27th minute and 
in an indication of the quality of play 
it was QAS’s keeper Tim Anderson 
who provided the chance for Bris- 
bane. The young keeper attempted to 
play the ball out along the ground to 
his right-back but didn’t put enough 
power behind the pass. This enabled 
Reagan Alder to sneak in and steal the 
ball, but he proved unable to capitalise 
on the opportunity, blasting over from 
ten yards. 

That passage of play would prove to 
be the highlight of the first half as both 
sides put in poor performances. 

Things didn’t get too much better 
after the break as QAS continued to

struggle to get a shot on target and the Strikers sent in one 
wide cross after another. 

It wasn’t until the 63rd minute that the scoring would fi- 
nally open as Brisbane took a 1-0 lead. As the QAS midfield 
stood and watched, Jason Shade lofted a ball over the top of 
the QAS back line, Alder and Angus running onto the ball 
as it came down.

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Marconi rolls on!

Marconi remained on top of the NSW 
Premier League after a dramatic 3-2 
win over Sydney Olympic at Belmore 
on Saturday evening. Olympic, whose 
coach Pat Marando was sacked dur- 
ing the week, went into half-time with 
a two-goal lead, but two penalties 
from Marconi captain Nahuel Arrarte 
and a goal from young Nathan Jag- 
elman saw the visitors come away 
with all three points. 

The other ten teams were in action on 
Sunday. Blacktown City, still riding the 
wave of their dramatic win over Sydney 
United last week, moved into clear second 
with a 2-1 home win over Bankstown, their 
opponents in the 2007 grand final. An early 
Blacktown goal was equalised just after the 
interval, but the hosts secured the victory 
six minutes from time. 

Sydney United recovered from last week’s 
shock defeat to down Manly United at 
Cromer Park with two second-half goals. 
The Croatian-backed club thereby moved 
into third spot, only a win away from lead- 
ers Marconi. The APIA-Leichhardt Tigers 
continued their recent revival, securing an 
away win against the South Coast Wolves 
with a goal just before the hour. 

Level on points going into the game, 
Rockdale City and the Sutherland Sharks 
could not trouble the scorers at Bicentennial 
Park, the 0-0 draw leaving the two sides in 
joint fifth place on the ladder. In Sunday’s 
other game, the Bonnyrigg White Eagles 
were forced to share the points at the Syd- 
ney Olympic Athletic Centre against the 
West Sydney Berries. Details of that one 
follow. 


West Sydney Berries 1-1 Bonnyrigg 
White Eagles 

An injury-time own goal was required 
to give competition favourites Bon- 
nyrigg a share of the points against 
an intermittently lively Berries side, 
in an encounter which promised 
more than it delivered. 

Although Bonnyrigg’s ex-Melbourne 
Victory striker Nathan Elasi had the first 
chance of the afternoon, curling a shot wide 
from the left, the opening minutes belonged 
to the hosts. The Berries looked smooth and 
incisive in the middle third, Stefan de Jesus 
in particular drifting menacingly between 
midfield and attack. 

Lone striker Fadi Ghosson sent a cross- 
shot wide of the Bonnyrigg goal on 10 
minutes, and two minutes later Ghosson, 
peeling out to the left, fed Jesse Pinto in the 
middle, whose piledriver was blocked on 
the way to goal. 

It was no surprise when the Berries opened 
the scoring soon afterwards. Outpacing 
Paul Cotte to a through-ball, Ghosson rode 
the clumsy tackle of Ali Akbal in the Bon- 
nyrigg goal and finished smartly with his 
right foot. 

The Berries retained the initiative in the 
aftermath of the goal. de Jesus sent a crisp 
volley just over the bar on 24 minutes, and 
with Ghosson’s unselfish running comple- 
mented by the movement out of midfield, 
the home side always looked likely to add 
to their score. 

Gradually Bonnyrigg pulled themselves 
back into the game. A good run and cross 
on the left from Shane Webb was flicked on 
by Brad Boardman to Elasi at the far post; 
although the youngster got plenty of power 
on his shot, Hamish McLean managed to 
block it. Then a slick midfield move from 
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the Berries ended with a fine cross-shot 
from Dimitri Zakilas on the right, which 
Akbal held at full stretch. 

There were two more chances for the home 
side before the break; first de Jesus tried 
an audacious chip from twenty-five yards, 
the attempt just missing its mark, and then 
Ghosson was left with the goal at his mercy 
following an error from Wade Oostendorp, 
but contrived to shoot straight at Akbal. 

The second half began with chances at 
both ends. Pinto whipped in a shot from the 
left which just cleared the Bonnyrigg bar, 
and a minute later a sumptuous pass from 
Jamie McMaster reached Elasi on the Bon- 
nyrigg right. The former Victory man blast- 
ed just wide of the far post. 

On 50 minutes, Berries captain David 
Gardiner was injured by a Brad Boardman 
rocket, giving way to Daniel Clifford in 
central defence. The substitute was later to 
play an unfortunate role in proceedings. 

Another substitute, Bonnyrigg’s Julio 
Cesar Chavez, volleyed wide on the turn 
five minutes later. Just after the hour, the 
away side were lucky not to be reduced to 
ten when Cotte fouled Pinto horribly by the 
left touchline; the Bonnyrigg defender was 
given only a yellow card for what many 
considered a red-card offence. 

Fullback Peter Peralta had two good 
chances for the Berries in the succeeding 
minutes, first curling in a free kick from the 
left which almost crept in at the far post, and 
then volleying just wide from a cross from 
Damir Prodanovic, who had come on for 
the hard-working Ghosson. 

Although Bonnyrigg now committed sev- 
eral men to attack, they were still somewhat 
languid in their build-up play, and it was 
the hosts who had several chances to make 
the game safe as the clock ran down. Two 
substitutes combined when Prodanovic had 
a powerful shot from Ryan Jones’ cut-back 
blocked, the ball rebounding to de Jesus, 
who attempted an extraordinary overhead 
kick from 20 yards which only just drifted 
over the bar. 

A minute later, Sash Tirovski blasted the 
ball wide from the edge of the area, and Pro- 
danovic was in the action again when Kosta 
Lagoudakis’ clever pass released him on 
the right. Oostendorp got in a crucial chal- 
lenge. 

The last of the Berries’ many chances to 
score a second arrived in the 86th minute, 
when Pinto slashed a shot at goal from a 
tight angle on the right. Akbal made an ex- 
cellent save, and, were we to know it, the 
hosts’ chances of sealing the points had 
gone. 

As so often, it was the left foot of Daniel 
Severino, who had been very quiet up to 
that point, that brought a goal for Bonnyrigg 
at long last. Taking a corner from the right 
in the first minute of injury time, Severino 
sent in a vicious inswinger which sailed 
over a crowded penalty area and bounced 
into the goal off the thigh of the unlucky 
Daniel Clifford. 

There were no more serious chances, 
and the game ended level. A lucky escape 
for Brian Brown’s star-studded Bonnyrigg 
side.

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Rivals lose ground on South Hobart

South Hobart could be 8 points 
ahead of their nearest rivals at 
the top of the Forestry Tasmania 
Southern Premier League by the 
end of the weekend. 

By Saturday, they led second-placed 
Glenorchy Knights by 5 points after the 
latter could only play out a scoreless 
draw away to fifth-placed New Town 
Eagles at Clare Street. 

A win for leaders South Hobart 
against fourth-placed Kingborough 
Lions United away at Lightwood Park 
on Sunday would give them an 8-point 
lead over Knights. 

Knights have had a disastrous week. 
Their coach, Eamonn Kelly, resigned 
on the morning of the match against Ea- 
gles. He had been sent from the bench 
on the previous weekend and incurred a 
two-match ban, but the club suspended 
him for four games and he has still to 
appear before a Football Federation 
Tasmania disciplinary tribunal. 

And Knights midfielder-cum-striker 
Corey Smith was against sent off. It 
was his second dismissal of the league 
season. 

Third-placed Tilford Zebras fell fur- 
ther off the pace when they lost 4-3 to 
Taroona for the first time ever in the top 
flight. 

Taroona raced to a 3-0 lead in 22 min- 
utes as they took advantage of terrible 
defending by the Zebras. 

Garry Hamilton put Taroona ahead 
from Jack Elliott’s pass after just three 
minutes, while Hugo Luttmer made it 
2-0 in the 13th minute.

Round 6 of the FFSA Super League 
left Adelaide Galaxy coach Carl 
Maynard bitterly disappointed as 
his lads missed a perfect opportu- 
nity to move to second place on the 
ladder after a 1-1 draw against poor 
performers Raiders at Con Makris 
Park on Saturday night. 


Despite both sides taking some time to 
settle into the game, it was Galaxy that 
had most of the run of play throughout the 
match. Raiders welcomed back keeper Ja- 
son Delfos after an absence of 4 weeks 
due to injury, the game testing his injured 
finger on many occasions. Galaxy’s first 
real opportunity to score came in the 20th 
minute from a set play with midfielder 
Steven Kidd getting onto a ball from a 
corner kick, his header shaving just wide 
of the far post. Joe Wright (Adelaide 
United Youth Team) played his way into 
the match with his tough UK style of 
football, unfortunately missing a sitter in 
the 23rd minute after misqueing a kick 
with the ball going well wide of Delfos’ 
left post. Just two minutes later Michael 
Debono looked well on the way to post- 
ing the first goal for his side, being pro- 
vided with a great ball from a clever flick- 
on by Wright, running through the centre 
of the park to be one-on-one with Delfos 
committing early to come off his line, but 
Debono’s shot trickling past the far post. 
The Raiders were kept on the back foot by 
the home-side, but on the few occasions 
they did break through to surge forward, 
the Galaxy back line were successful in 
smothering the advances of Craig Good- 
win, Nic Kuzman and Paul Mackee. Gal- 
axy’s Brett Rayner was given a chance to 
put the first score on the board in the 35th 
minute from a cross, instead mistiming his 
header with the ball going to ground and 
over the bye line. Referee Dave Alberton 
was kept busy administering words of 
warning and eventually a couple of cards 
to Galaxy’s Wright and Jake Markham to 
keep the game in check. Staying scoreless 
at the half time break and having his lads 
put under the pump for the first 45 min- 
utes, Raiders coach John Duthie knew his 
side were still in the match but had to play 
a better brand of football to get anything 
out of the second half. 


Galaxy made the job difficult for Duthie’s 
men, a chance gone begging within the 
first ten minutes of the second half when 
Evan Metanomski had a glancing header 
at goal, but as the trend of the night went, 
yet another shot went wide of its target. 
Then finally a breakthrough for Galaxy 
in the 55th minute, as a free kick was 
awarded just outside the box, this time 
Metanomski making no mistake with his 
downward header finding the back of the 
net. To their credit Raiders didn’t drop 
their heads, instead equalizing within two 
minutes care of forward Nic Kuzman as 
he broke free from three defenders, Kuz- 
man running on and slotting a ball from 
a throw in past the diving Galaxy keeper 
Ryan Veitch. In the 61st minute of the 
match a somewhat controversial moment 
after Jake Markham was brought down by 
Raiders defender Dalibor Barisic, Kidd 
taking the free kick quickly and arcing 
the ball into the net but being disallowed 
because it was taken before the referee’s 
whistle had blown. His second take was 
blasted straight into the Raiders wall and 
the temporary excitement of homeside 
fans was all gone. Raiders danger and 
go-to man Richie Alagich was kept quiet 
for the match, only having the rare op- 
portunity to drive one of his bullet shots 
in, coach Maynard obviously doing his 
homework on their key player. Momen- 
tum switched to the Raiders in the 66th 
minute as Barisic had a chance to put his 
side in the lead with his close range shot 
into the congested box, the ball ricochet- 
ing like a pin ball eventually being de-

flected out for Kuzman to take a second 
bite at the cherry with a backward scissor 
kick but deemed offside. 


With 15 minutes to go Maynard made 
a quality double substitution, replacing 
his midfielder Kidd for Steven DiGio- 
vanello and Wright off for striker Shaun 
McGreevy to inject some fresh legs into 
his side, his opponent Duthie making his 
own change bringing on young in form 
forward Dylan Willcocks for tiring Mat- 
thew Muscroft. The changes kept both 
sides strong but did not make any huge 
impact on the game. With ten minutes 
to go and unable to penetrate the Raid- 
ers defence for the winner, Maynard was 
pleading with his chargers to work hard 
and keep things simple. Raiders Mackee 
could’ve had his name up in lights right 
on the final whistle but gave the ball a 
little too much, the shot being deflected 
and over the bar to keep the game all tied 
up. A very despondent Maynard walked 
off the pitch knowing full well that this 
was the one that got away, not happy with 
the quality of work from his side. 

“This was a game that we should’ve tak- 
en 3 points from and that would’ve taken 
us to second spot on the table. The quality 
of our passing was poor at times, we have 
to be more clinical in front of goal and we 
lost points because we missed opportuni- 
ties and wasted chances. We have to put 
it right.” 


In other matches from the weekend, 
Western Strikers came out giant killers 
at their home ground Carnegie Reserve, 
downing 19 times title holders Adelaide 
City 3-0. With a sudden coaching change 
at City, Charlie Villani parting company 
with the club and former coach Damian 
Mori taking up his place in the box, the 
Black and Whites never seemed to get 
their natural game going, the Strikers tak- 
ing control with their usual hard hitting, 
physical brand of football. Despite hav- 


ing their forward Nick Budin back from 
his hamstring injury, the usual deadly 
Fred Agius/Nick Budin partnership just 
didn’t get off the ground in this match, 
the Strikers defence and midfield work- 
ing overtime to ensure that didn’t happen.

Belconnen join Canberra at the top

Belconnen United have joined reign- 
ing champions Canberra FC at the 
top of the Gatorade Premier League 
ladder following a dramatic afternoon 
of action in the ACT top flight.

The Blue Devils gained revenge for their 
Project Coordination Federation Cup semi- 
final loss to Goulburn Strikers in pre-sea- 
son with a dramatic, last-gasp, winner in a 
five-goal thriller at Cookbundoon. In-form 
Strikers’ forward Brody Willis had earlier 
seemed to give the Strikers an emphatic 
lead with a double strike within the space 
of four minutes to shock the Belconnen 
team to their core. Willis’ brace, capitalis- 
ing on some superb approach work by Carlo 
Aliffi’s team, took his season’s total to five 
and, more importantly, put Goulburn into a 
strong advantage. To their credit the Blue 
Devils showed their mettle and Tai Smith 
crucially struck seven minutes before the 
interval to reduce the arrears. After a half- 
time dressing down from Scott Conlon, 
Belconnen came out for the second half 
in determined mood and were gifted the 
chance to level on the hour mark. A foul in 
the box resulted in a penalty which veteran 
striker Danny Macor converted. O’ Dwyer’s 
winner, which came four minutes into stop- 
page time, was not without its controversy 
with the Strikers believing the ball had gone 
out of play before the Belconnen youngster 
struck the decisive blow. Goulburn would 
feel aggrieved not to have garnered at least 
a point from this encounter having struck 
the woodwork four times during the match. 


Meanwhile, Champions Canberra FC 
dropped their first points of the season in a 
tough clash with Cooma Tigers at a chilly 
Nijong Oval. The Tigers, who have had a 
mixed bag of results since their return to 
top-flight action in Canberra, proved to be 
a resilient and gritty opponent for the multi- 
talented Canberra FC who, as predicted ear- 
lier in the season, found the going in Cooma 
not to their liking. The Tigers threatened to 
gain more than just parity with their oppo- 
nents after taking the lead through striker 
Daniel Gecic. Having gained the lead the 
home side would have been disappointed to 
give it up in such a disappointing fashion 
when they were penalised for an infringe- 
ment inside the penalty area and, from the 
resultant spot kick, Canberra FC centre- 
forward Michael Spaleta confidently con- 
verted his sixth goal of a productive start to 
the season. The point gained was enough to 
keep Canberra FC at the head of the ladder 
after four rounds of action, but only on goal 
difference, ahead of usual suspects Belcon- 
nen United. 

An own goal barely ten minutes into the 
match settled the clash at Hawker Football 
Centre in favour of the visiting Canberra 
Olympic but bottom of the table Tuggera- 
nong United can take great heart from a ter- 
rific second half performance that, but for a 
touch of luck, could have yielded them their 
first point of the season. United had several 
presentable opportunities to level the scores 
after Ireson had inadvertently deflected a 
low driven cross into his own net early on 
with Steve Oxford striking the post and 
Daniel Beaumont twice testing the reflexes 
of Angelo Konstantinou in the Olympic 
goal.

The introduction of substitute Matt Menser 
added some extra verve to the Tuggeranong 
attack with the talented striker causing nu- 
merous problems for Dean Ugrinic’s de- 
fence. Indeed, Menser twice almost dragged 
United level, the second time deep into 
stoppage time when a low right foot shot 
had Konstantinou beaten but flashed ago- 
nisingly wide of the post. This was a much- 
improved performance from Tuggeranong 
that promises much if the same level of 
commitment can be carried over into their 
next fixtures, whereas Olympic appear to 
have some work to do.

Round 5 of the Victorian Wom- 
en’s Premier League was, to say 
the least, somewhat brief, with 
only two matches taking place.

Revived Magic fall short

Altona went into the game with 
Richmond under new manage- 
ment, Magic legend Sash Becvi- 
novski appointed coach after the 
club parted ways with Dragan 
Blazevski earlier in the week.
